An Account of fome Books. 

I. SomeThyficO'TheologlcalConfiderattons about if/j^Poflibility <:?/ 
the Rcfurrcdtion ; by the Honourable Robert Boyle, Efq\ Fel- 
low of the R. Society. London^ 167^. in 8^°. 

THE Noble Author's defign in this Difcourfe being to fhew, that 
the Philofophical Difficulties, urged againft the PoJJibility of the 
RESURRECTION, are nothing fo infuperable, as they are by fome 
preicnJed, and by others granted, to be 3 and having handled this Subject 
m fuch a manner, as to make it appear, ih^t found Philofphy may furniih 
us with good Weapons for the defence cf our Faith, and that Corpujcu^ 
Ivijn Principles may not only be admitted without Epicurean Errors, but 
be employed againsi them: For thefe reafons, it was thougia \t would 
nor be altogether befides the purpofe of thefc Tracts, to give fome ac- 
count of this valuable E.(niy : Wherein 'tis made out by good Philoiophi- 
cal Obfcrvations and Expeiiments, i. That a Humane Body is not fo 
confin'd to a determinate bulk, but that the fame Soul, being united to a 
portion of duly organized Matter, is acknowledg'd to conftitutc the fame 
Alan, notwithilanding the vaft Differences of b^gnefs, which are at fc* 
veral times between the portions of Matter whertto the Human Soul is 
united. 2. That a confiderable part of the Humane Body confifts of 
Bones, which are bodies of a very determinate nature, and not apt to be 
dcilroy'd by the operation of Ear h or Fire. 3. That of the lefs ftable, 
'^mJ: efpecialiy the fluid, parts of d Humane Body, there is a far greater 
cxpcnce made by infenlible Tranfpiration, than even Philofophers would 
imagine. 4. That the fmall parucies of a refolv'd Body may retain their 
ovvn nature under various alterations and difguifes^ of which 'tis pofiible 
they may be itnpt afterwards, f . That without making a Humane B Jy 
cenfe to be the fame, it may be repaired and augmented by the adapta- 
tion of congruoufly difpofcd Matter to that which pre-cxifted in it. 
Which things being fo, conddering Men do not fee, why it iliould be 
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inipoflible, that a moft Intelligent and an Almighty Being fliould be 
able (o to order and watch the p;irticles of a humane Body, as that 
partly of thofe that remain in the Bones, and parily of thofe that co- 
pioufly fly a way by infenfible Tranlpiration, and pamy of thofe 
that are otherwife difpos'd of upon their refolution, a competent 
number may be prefcrv'd or retrieved j lo that flripping them of 
their Difguifes, or extricating them from other p.uts of Matter, to 
which they may happen to be joined, he may n unite them betwixt 
themfelves, and, if need be, with pat tides of MiUtr fit to be con- 
texed with them, and thereby rellore or reproducer Body, which^ 
being united with the former Soul, may recompofe the fame Man, 
wbofe Soul and Body were formerly disjoin'd by Death. 

Which being deduced at hu'ge in this Difcourfe, it is coneltided 
with the confideration of tbeir Opinion, who, to ficilitate the de- 
fence and explication of fo abftrufe a Point, allow themfelves the 
latitude of expounding the Article of the Refurre^ion m this man- 
ner j That, in regard the humane Soul is the form of Man j fo thar^ 
whatever duly organifed portion of Matter 'tis united to, it there- 
with conftitutes the fame Man 5 the import oi the Rcjurre^ion is 
fulfilled in this, that after Death there fhall be another State, where- 
in the Soul fliall no longer perfevere in its feparate Condition, but 
ihall be again united, not to an Echerial or the like fluid Matter, but 
to fuch a Subftance as may properly enough be called a humane 
Body, i^c.

Muaring, M. 2). and Trof. Botamces at Groningen- 
T Tinted ^^Amfterdara, i67x, in 4'^ 

IN this Piece the Author makes it hisBufinefs to defcribc, from his 
own Obl'ervation and fearch, the Nature, Culture, Prefervatioa 
and Propagation of Trees, Shrubs, Herbs, and Flowers: Octrees 
thus defcrib'd, there are df : Oi Shrubs^ 54: Oi Herbs ^ and Flowers^ 
44p. In all, f 78. Of which there being many, that are Exotick 
to Europe^ the art and way of ordering them in thefe parts, is, among 
the rert, here delivered. 

Speaking of the fetting of Kernels and fowing of Seeds, he gives 
this i\dvertifement, that the Kernels and Seeds of fuch Trees and 
Plants as bear their Fruit above Ground, muft be fct or fown in the 
decrcafc of the Moon •, but of fuch as bear their Fruit under Ground, 
as "Turnips^ ParJnipSj Carets^ &:c. mull be committed to the Ground 
in the imreafe of the Moon: Of which, be adds^ if the contrary be 
praftifcd, it will be found, that thofe Trees and Plants will indeed 
bear many Branches and large Leaves, but little, and that very fmall, 
Fruit. See the Author CLk i. 
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To obtain extraordinary good, big, and beautiful Apple-fruir, 
lie advifeth by all means to graft good Graffs upon fuch /\pple- 
Itocks as are produced from the Seed, and have been deprived of 
their Heart-root, which is that which ihoots dirc611y downwards, 

Againil Caterpillars and black FlyeSy he prefcribes as an excellent 
remedy, to take Rue, Wormwood, and right Virginian Tobacco, of 
each a handful, and to boyle it together in two Pails of Water or 
(bmevv^hat Icfs, in a Kettle, for half an hour, and having ftraioM it, 
to bcfprinkle two or three times the Trees, when bloflbming there- 
with. Ibid. 

To keep whole ^dnces found for a great while, he advifes to ga- 
ther them with the hand in the Full Moon of October in dry wea- ^ 
ther, and being well rubb'd and freed from all their Lanugo or 
woolinefs, to put them in dry Saw-dull or Sand in a dry place, with- 
out letting them touch one another. 

To this he fubjoins his way of keeping Cherries and other Fruit 
all the Year long. 

Difcourfing of the Platanus^ or Plantain-tree, he mentions one of 
^t'^ recorded in Hillory, fourfcore Foot big in compafs, wherein 
fuch a cavity was made, that Lucinius MutianuSy Conful of Romcj 
often dined with eighteen in Company. 

Defcribing the Rhamnus Catharticus recentiorurn^ otherwife Spina 
InfcEioria^ he obferves, that the Fruit of it, before 'tis ripe, being 
dry'd a little, and infufed in common or Allum-water, yields a .yel- 
low colour 5 but being full ripe, a green. 

Treating of the Tilia or the Lirne-T'reey he takes notice , that 
whereas anciently they ufed the inner-bark thereof, call'd Pbilyray 
to write upon, himfelf hath feen a whole Book made of fuch Bark 
iiU written upon, which was above i coo Years old> and that ^^vv. 
i66i. one of fuch Books was bought by the Count of St. Jmoary 
then Governor of Arrasy for the Emperor's ufc, at the rate of 8000 
and odd Dutch Gilders, %vhich had formerly been in the Library of 
Card. Mazarin at Parisy wherein was written that never yet pub- 
lifli'd piece of Marcus Cicero de ordirianda Republicay and de Invent- 
endis Orationum Exordiis-, the which he fiith is now kept amongll 
the Cimelia of the Emperor at Vienna, 

Defcribing the nature and ordering of the Cinnamon-trve y of 
%vhich one had been fcnt to the Author, and came in a good con- 
dition to his Hands J he relates, that thofe in Ccylvn arc the heft 
fort of all, which bear a white and very fragrant Flower, and an 
oval black Fruit, and of which the fecond Bark yields the right 
Cinnamon: To which he adds the great care he ufed in prefervmg 
that which was fent him, by houiing it by times in a Room fur- 
nifli'd with a warm Stove, and by keeping it there till Majy and 
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fonietlmes pouring on the top of it Come IMilk and Ruifvwntfi, 
mingled in equal qliaotity, or fomc Nitcr-waicr mingled with Pigeon- 
dung, 5?^. 

'Hie Niitmcg'frcCj it fccms, is of fo tender a nature, that of three 
Sterns^ that were lent him, he could, in fpight of all his care, keep a- 
live no more than one, and that no longer than z\- Years, 

Delivering the Culture of that rare /Vfrican-trec GnaualKWuSy he 
teaches a general wav to make all forts o^ hard exotic Seeds thrive in 
thefe parts, 'Lvc:. Take fomc frefli Horfc-dung% put it in a Glafs and 
upon It your Seed j pour thereon fomc Saltpeter-water, that is. Rain- 
water, wherein fomc Saltpeter hath lain a while infufed, lb as to 
cover the Seed j then place it upon an Oven, continually, but mo- 
derately, kept warm, or in a hot Sand-iurnace j and you will ilnd it 
foon to fwell, and beginning to burll, take it out gently, and at the in- 
creafc of the il/^/j- Moon, lay it in a Pot filTd with a common fuidy 
Earth mix'd with Horfc-dung of two Years old, and Hen-dung of 
one Year old, and fomc Mold of rotten Trees ; let this Earth not be a- 
bove two Straw breadths deep -, and put this Pot in a very warm place, 
to wit, in Horfe-dung, for a Fortnight, and then refrelh it by put- 
ting it in new warm Horfe-dung until Jti^ic^ covering it in the 
Night with GlaHes', and it will, /j/z/j hc^ thrive exceeding well. 

Speaking of the GlainVhgucfitaria^ otherwife caird Bahums My^ 
fcpjlcii or Bc}2 Arahum^ a very rare Tree, yielding a moll fragrant 
and highly eileemVi OyU he is very particular in defcribing the ex- 
traordinary care he ufed in cultivating fuch, as were fcnt to him, ia 
HolUmd. 

In the fecond Book, treating oi Sbrnlrs^ he relates, that he hath 
]<ept, for fomctime, xwoyoxxngCIovc- trees (fcnt him out of the liles of 
jimboina^ fo as that one of them lliot in one Year three Inches higher, 
than it was before j adding the manner of his ordering them. He 
alib takes notice, that thofe Trees of this kind, which grow in "Javd 
or Ceylon^ bear little or no 1m uit, and that they love much heat anJ 
rain, and i\o exceedingly draw to themfelves the moillure of the 
Ground cncompaffing them, (o as that almoil nothing near them will 
grow. 

Defcribing the Shrub, call'd Jgntis cajlus^ he notes, that as anciently 
the -/f//^r///Vi;/ Ladies, keeping the Annivcrlary of their Goddefs, /v- 
;;//j, liird their Beds w^ith the Leaves oF this Plant, to obviate unchu- 
llity ', fo fomc of the Italian Monks this Day not only fd! the Pillows, 
they lye on, wnth the Leaves, Blollbms, and Seed oUhe lame, but alib 
tyc about their Middle fomc of the Branches thereof, to prefervc 
their Challitv. 

In his delcription of orderiiig oi Rofc-trces^ he fets down away to 
have always big and bcauiilul Roles ^ w^hich is, by cutting them down 
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o the ground every fifth year, and renewing the Earth with Come old Cow- 
Jung, and bv trinitning them every Aiitiinui in Otlobcr a little before the 
ulTof the Moon. To thiji he tubjoins a way of long preicrving Roles, %'iz. 
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dung, and bv tnnitning them every /viitunui m uctoucr a lunc tu'tore the 
fulTof the Moon. To thiji he tubjoins a w-iy of long prefcrving Roles, %'iz. 
by gathering them dry and yet clofed, lilling a well-baked grey earthen Pot 
to the k^p with them, Iprinkling over ihem Ibme good trajcb Wine with a 
little Salt in it, and fo letting them by very w^ ell clofed, in a drv Cellar ; and 
as you take them out, dry them in the Sun or at a Fire, where they will open 
themfelves, and give a good Iccnt. 

Putting the Irjjijro amongll Shrubs, he relates, how himfelf cultivated ft, 
fo as to keep it good for i'everal years in Holhmdy where, helaith, it grew up 
to the height of above a Foot and an half. 

Examining the feveral forts of / '//;a, and nmongft them iht litis Virg'^^ 
nuvfij foliis liiih:afjs^ he not only t^ aches the Culture of it, the Art of ob- 
taining better and bigger Grapes than ordinary, and the feveral w^ays o{ 
Jong prelcrving them, (one of which is, by putting them iinbruifed in a 
Box, covering the bottom of it with courfe dry Sand an Inch high, and 
then hiying the Clulters upon that, and pouring the like over them, and 
fo o\\ Jhatmn Jhpcr Jlratf'jn^ and keeping the Box in a dry place,) but al- 
fo obferves a peculiarity in the f.mie, which is, that the Root^ of it (ho love 
moi/ture Co well, that ihey will defcend fnmetimes twelve or thirteen Foot 
deep (as he atfiuus to have iound himfelt) to get into running Water un- 
der Ground. 

Treating of C./frrr, he affirms to have found in a Garden ^iihe Hague one 
of thcfe Plants fee in the common Ground, and there keeping good in a hard 
Winter, only a little cover'd. 

Defcribing the feveral forts of CarJiimoyn^ their nature and culture, he 
faith, though the Seed that was feni him ircmi the Coall oi Alalakw, and 
from Javci^ would nut with all his care thrive with him; vet that which 
came to him out ot Guiyjy^ did, by the great indullry he ufed in the ordering 
thertof. 

Out of the ^d. B(Hik, about llcrhs^ we can here take notice but of very 
few; of which the tiril ilvill i^c'ihc 'jaijifa iv^v/, ur the Mirab'du Pcnivtana^ 
bearing a very pleafant Flower, which varies ahiu^il in all the individuals there- 
of, and opens not but about Sun-fet, yicldnig all Night a mod fragrant fcenr^ 
which IS the llronger, the darker the Night is, and the weaker, the cleat ci the 
Night is; being quite dellitute thereof in the Day time, except xi be clofc and 
rainy Weather; the heat of the Sun, it feems, confuming the fubtle odori- 
ferous Particles. The like quality is ubferv'd in one kind of Qcramuyn^ 
which therefore is called Gcramum noilc oUns. 

Of Orj'tons he obferves, that they thrive bell, when fet at the time of the 
dccrealing Moon, and bell of all, when the Moon is neareft its end. 

Of the Aloe Aaicnciuja tnncrouato folto^ he relates the flrange quick nefs of 
Its growth, one of that Plant hi the Garden of Card. Fjrrjejins at Rome hav- 
ing fliot up in one Month to the heighth of 23 I'oot; and another at JMairul 
m one Night iol'\)c)t high, an^l after that, in eight Days, zf Foot; which 
was there held for fo great a Miracle, that they built a Chapel upon the 
place, K^c. 

Of the Sugar^Ciwehe. teaches the Culture, and mentions to have had one 
of them, that with great care ladeJ good in his Garden two Years, and had 
young Shoots, but dy'd the third in Autumn. 

Treat ing of the Brafflca Cauli JloiJj or Colly- flowers, he takes qccaiion to re- 
commend a way of prefcrving tliefe and other fuch Plants, when young, from 
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Caterpillars and the like Vermin, viz. by putting their Seeds on frcfli Horfe- 
dung In a Giafs, covering it with Saltpeter- water (above-mentioned) and ex- 
poling it to the Sun, which will loon make them burll and Iprout ; whereup- 
on they are to be put in a rich Ground at a Straw's depth, well fenced troin 
cold Winds, and covered with Straw in a fliarp Air, each Seed by it lelf, a 
hand's breadth diflant from one another, watering them in drylWeathcr with 
Rainwater mingled with Sheeps-dung, expofed for a while to the Sun, and 
then poured off and mix'd with a little Saltpeter-water ; which boing care- 
fully done will not only haftcn the growth of thele young Plants, but alfo 
keep diem from all inch Vermine. 

Difcouriing of the tSV^//w njiijns ^rhorcfcens^ he obferves, that Its upper, as 
well as lower, Branches, (hoot down into the Ground, and there become new 
Roots ; and then he teaches, that all forts o^ Plants, when they come up, may 
be fecured from the annoyance of Birds, Mice, and other Vermin, bv infu- 
iing their Seed for a while in the cxprelfed Juice of Houfe-leek ; which, he 
laith, will alio meliorate the Fruit. 

Speaking of Pcvz/I', he notes, that being planted in the WMne of the Moon, 
they yield few Leaver, and lloie of Peale; but if at the time of the increafe 
of the Mi'on, the contrnry; as nifo, thit thofe that have been attacked by 
Wi^rms, do yield the bell :nd fvvcetell Peafe. If yt^uwill have Peafe two 
or three Wc^'ks fooner than others, plant them in an (pen, dry and funny 
Giound i.i Nuvonbcry after the lall quarter of the Moon, before the Kroft 
comes in, and do not C(uer t ' m, that fo they may flioot no, or little, root 
at theSeafon ; and the\ will Oiootand grow the following Spring, before o- 
thers be fct, efpecially if they (land in long Rows, a Foot and a halt dillanc 
from one another, for the Sun freel . to play on them. 

Treating o( Melons and Cncnnihers^ he gives good diredions for the Cul- 
ture oi i\\^ former \\\ thcfo parts, and for procuring greater or Imaller Fruit 
of the latter^ -as alio tor prtfcrving thefe all Winter long. 

Of the Coyfjolicia rcgaits^ he teaches a way of obtaining double ones from 
fingle, viz. by keeping only the Heart or Main-flioot or Stem, and gathering 
the Seed thereof, and doing the like the next Year wiih the Seed produced 
of theform^T, and tlv j lowing this fecond Seed the third Year. 

Dcfcribing the J ma glorioja ^ Amcrnana jiLiniCfjtofa ^ and direfting the 
maiHHT of cultivatii.g it, he affirms lo have had «»nc of them grow in his 
own Garden, produciui^ the firll time three hundred an- iixty four Flowers 
upon one onh Stem at one and the tume t'me altogether. 

Coniideriig n.e Dipfactri fptnofus American fis^ (the Tcafel of /hyjerica) he 
notes this peculiar in it, that it Onus moll of its Leaves from beneath fo 
clofe, that the rain falling into them, cannot run out again, but is there 
ftay'd, till by drought the Leaves fluinking do open a little, whereby the 
Rain-water (inks downward, and moiflening the Root, refrefhes and reco- 
vers the whole Plant. 

Mentioning tiie ttrrttm cquinuyn vohihilc (by him efleemed the fiime with 
the CofJtrayerva^) he faith to have had lome of the ^c^i\^ come out of Awcri- 
r//, and fent him fromSt.L/^^//r, which, having infus'd in Saltpeter- water and 
Horfedung in aGlafs, and fet upon a warm Iron oven, till it ('welled and 
broke, he put it in a Pot till'd with good Mould and tlanding in a warm 
place; whereupon it foon began to appear above ground, and ihot that Year 
to the height oii three Foot, the next Year yet higher, and then produced alfo 
two or three Mowers, which, without leaving any Seed, periflied. 

Concerning the Linurn Sativum [nhinnred Flax^J he Jakes notice that it 
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draws to it fclf nil the neighbonring goodncfs of the ground, and makes it 
very burcn for (nher things; and then, that the clofcr the feed of it is Ibwni 

tlie fiyicr tlax it yields. 




<>f the ordering oi which he hath taken pains to deliver with care. I (hall only 
v^ lliort annex a few lines concerning the Ikangeand extravagant Trade, that 
was driven with l'':ilips^ A, 1634. 163). 1636. and 1637 in IIolLvhi; when, 
witnefs this Writer, many Shop keep^^rs and I^adef-nien quit their Shops and 
Trades, and wholly addidcd thenilelves to the lV)le Trade ot Tulips^ which 
were then valued above gold, peails, and the moil precious gems; infomiich 
thnt for oneTuli,^, ciUTd the llcc-roy^ were bv)ught thcfc following commo- 
dities, 17^. 2 huh oi Wheat, 4 laih of Rve, 4 iar Oxen, 12 fat Mutton, S fat 
Hogs, 2 llogtlieads ofWine, 4 tuns of good Beer, 2 tunsof Butter, locolb.of 
(.'hecf^', aBcd withall its appurtenances, a fuit of Cloaths, and a iilver Beaker ; 
valutd in all ifoo giUiers, or about lool. llerl. Moreincr, there were oflVr'd 
1 2 acres ot land, lying in a good place, for aneT/{/ip'l'nIk\ And in a publick 
outcry o{ inch bulbcs there w^as made of them the fum of 90000 gilders. And 
they fold many of them by weight and their names^ at an incredible rate; 
which when it was come to be intolerable, the States, weighing the nn'fchiefs 
thereof to fnbllantial trade, and confequently to the pubh'ck, decried it, and 
to brought it down, that a Tulip, which had coll s^'^^ gilders, was a little 
while after bought tor yo gilders, ijfc\

T^llE promiling Title invited me to look into this fliortTraS :' Where- 
in 1 rind a part of ihe lame, that is reprefented by feveral Authors in 
the foregoing TranfaB'wns^ N^\ loi. 102. 103. But with Otler of Solutions and 
Anfwersagainllthe IkongellObjedions devifcd againll his particulars, which 
sirethele. i. To advance our Staple-Trade^ by reilraining eftVdually, by pe- 
iialties or otherwile, the exportation of unwrought Wooll, and T^ullers 
Tarth, which is necellary for cloathin^, and can be had no where but in isV/^- 
iand. 2. To promote the L'lnnen T'rade^ and the fowing of Hemp and Flax 
for domellick ufes, and for our Naval Affairs. 3. He Hn'th, cVj//may be made 
at home, enough for all our occaiions, and as good for all purpofes as the 
r>ay-Salt imported. 4. Salt-peter, of which, he faiih, we may make and raife a 
lufficient quantity in our own Nation, for all occaiions. f. To promote/fw;- 
works: In this he dillents from our former Advifers, who conceive them to 
bededrudive to our limber, necellary for Shipping: But he offers reafons 
to the contrary; that it will raife the l^rice o^ wood and coal, and encourage 
the planting oi Coppices and Fimber-woods on many bare and barren hills, 
Iffe, Others with, that more IrorJ >fiUls were employed to reduce that Wilder-
